Influenza conditions in the city of 
Upland are more serious than at any 
time the epidemic has been preva- 
lent here. Today there are twenty- 
five patients in the Red Cross 
Emergency Hospital, with every in- 
dication that there will be still’ more 
ithere before the week is up. 
During the week numerous Mexi- 


cans have been appearing here, 
some of them from near the border, 


others from Flagstaff, while from 
Riverside, Redlands, and San Ber- 
nardino numerous’ families have 


been appearing here and taking up 
quarters with other Mexican fam- 
ilies. Health authorities have a se- 
rious problem to solve, for not only 
are the housing facilities for the 
majority very poor, but the more 
residing in the same _ house the 
worse the condition. Jn one house 
Health Officer Bowman found tweh- 
ty-five Mexicans living.
